To Operate 
King's Own 


LONDON—(UP)—King George 
VI was so impatient at his slow 
recovery from a circulatory ail- 
ment in his right leg that he forced 


to operate, Buckingham Palace 
sources believe. 


They said the King had not been 
satisfied with his slow recovery 
under the present form of treat- 
ment and had’ insisted that court 
doctors take more definite action. 
His impatience was explained by 
the rigors of the treatment he has 
been undergoing for the past :few 
;months. 

Each day, they said, his arms 
and legs have been encased in elec- 
trically heated gloves and stock- 
ings and he has had to sit for four 
hours at a time with his limbs out- 
stretched. 

The operation is to take place 
within a week at Buckingham 
Palace. It is known technically 
as a “lumbar sympathetctomy” 
and may be performed by Ameri- 
can-trained Prof. James  Lear- 
month, who received medical 
training at the Mayo Clinic in 
1921. 

The operation involves cutting 
an incision of some two inches on 
the right side and freeing a nerve 
controlling the blood supply to the 
King’s right foot. Palace physi- 
cians said the operation was not 
dangerous.

Dutch Guiana 
Given Self-Rule 


PARAMARIBO, Dutch Guiana 
(P)—An interim settlement giving 
self rule to Dutch Guiana has been 
announced. 

The draft, which would give the 

West Indies territory autonomy 
under the Dutch crown, was 
drawn up by the Dutch Govern- 
ment and West Indian representa- 
tives in the Hague. It will become 
effective after approval by the 
Dutch Parliament, the announce- 
ment said.

The Junior Chamber of Commerce of 
Atlanta is made up of the young men of 
the city.

The Junior Chamber of Commerce has 
presented to City Council and the County 
Commissioners two requests for legisla- 
tion and dirzctives which would:

We applaud this most sincerely. 

The average policeman may not be 
aware of it, but a very real moral issue is 
involved. We doubt if resignation would 
change a policeman’s attitude toward 
prisoners. If he is the brutal type he will 
remain so. If he is unjust he will re- 
main so. 

But, if we had this sort of legislation 
it would be possible to remove such offi- 
cers for membership in an organization 
which stands for and which encourages 
injustice and violence. Teachers can’t be 
good teachers and Communists. Their 
loyalties are elsewhere. Police officers 
can’t be Klansmen and loyal officers. 

It is estimated that perhaps more than 
50 percent of each police force, city and 
county, belong to the Klan. Therefore, 
no Negro, Catholic, foreigner, Jew or

The Real Estate ‘Purge’ 


May we again respectfully urge upon 
the Georgia Real Estate Commission that 
they not throw Georgia into the courts 
and present her unfairly to the nation by 


attempting to take away the licenses of 
legitimate real estate dealers, because 
they have handled the sale of property of- 
fered for sale by white owners in neigh- 
borhoods adjoining Negroes. In so s&ying 
we have at heart the real interests of these 
owners -who are up against a problem 
made acute by the lack of housing. 


“Goats” are not the answer. The Com- 
mission can, by appointing at least some 


openly known anti-Klan citizen can ex- 
pect justice or fair treatment from these 
member . officers. Their testimony in 
courts may be suspected of perjury be- 
cause they have sworn first loyalty to an 
invisible, secret organization. 

There are, for example, a number of 
members of Klavern No. 1 in Atlanta who 
have long criminal records. We possess 
copies of such records. These men are 
daily associates of at least some county 
and city police officers. 

This explains why, in at least two re- 
cent cases, gamblers were warned of pend- 
ing raids by, or through, police officers. 
It explains why there has been no arrest 
in the Ashby Street dynamiting case. 
Chief Jenkins has a very difficult prob- 
lem. He himself is not involved. He is a 
Christian gentleman, therefore cannot 
violate those principles by membership in 
the Klan. Also, he respects his oath to the 
City Government which employs him and 
does not swear it away to any secret or- 
ganization. 

We have said before—the Klan is a 
cancer: It destroys courts and law en- 
forcement bodies; it corrupts the proc- 
esses of justice, and otherwise poisons any 
community, large or small, which does not 
have the moral courage to stand forth- 
rightly against it. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce has 
done a real service. The issue of morality 
cannot be too often presented and de- 
fined. We hope, as they grow older, they 
will not lose their moral courage or their 
faith. So many do.

Reasons Behind Congress’ Slow Start 


WASHINGTON—Administration critics are stretching a point unduly in attacking the failure of 
the new Congress to pass more legislation than it has since the session began in January. Republi- 
cans in particularly are trying to make capital out of the fact that little has been accomplished thus 
far toward enactment of the program advanced by President Truman at the beginning of his second 


term. 

Chairman Hugh Scott, Jr., of the Republican 
National Committee, was out with a statement 
over the weekend, for example, loudly pro- 
claiming that “not a single promise” made by 
President Truman in the campaign has been 
kept. Others have been chiding Congress on 
the same score. 

It is true, as the critics are saying, that Con- 
gress has little to show for the nine weeks or 
more it has been in session. No major piece of 
legislation has yet been passed by both houses, 
though several have been started on their way 
by the lower chamber. But the session is still 
rea young to judge the body by the record up 
0 now. ‘ : 


Congress always gets off to a slow start. 
Especially is this true of a new session as 
contrasted with the second session of an old 
Congress. Time is usually wasted in getting 
organized, in assigning new members to com- 
mittee posts and in getting acclimated to the 
work that lies ahead. These are details 
which are always more tedious when there 
is a shift in control from one party to an- 
ather, such as occurred after the November 
elections. 


For another thing, although the new Con- 
gress met early in January, it was not until 
Jan. 20, when Mr. Truman was inaugurated, 
that the new Administration may be said fo 
have begun. Before the induction ceremonies 
Congress for the most part was merely stand- 


ing by waiting for the President’s second term. 


to begin. On that basis the session, for all 
practical purposes, is only about six weeks old. 

But even conceding that the session has got- 
ten away to the customary slow start, this is 
not to be taken as a token of performance later. 
Congress has a way of doing things according 
to no set schedule. It can move fast or slow, 
as the c es seem to dictate. 

There is plenty of time for the enactment 
of most of the major parts of the President’s 
program, and the chances are that most of it 
will be passed. Not all of it may be approved 


just as the Administration wants it. That rarely 
happens with any Administration, regardless of 
the majority it may hold in the two houses. 
But the outlook is for the President to wind up 
the session with a good measure of what he 
is seeking. 


If much of the program is still pending when 
the Summer months come along, congressional 
leaders have a way of speeding up things in a 
way to make up for lost time. Under pressure 
the Senate has been known to pass a half dozen 
important bills in a single day, any one of 
which might have consumed. a week or more or- 
dinarily. 

The important part of all comgressional legis- 
lation is the committee work that precedes a 
bill’s final consideration on the .floor. Mem- 
bers usually rely on ‘the various committees to 
pass upon the validity of a given measure and 
put it in proper form. 


The best test of what Congress has ac- 
complished to date, therefore, is to be found 
in the work of the committees. On that 
score the record is not as bad as the critics 
make out. Several important phases of the 
President’s program have already advanced 
beyond the committee stage and are ready for 
floor consideration. Others be ready for 
the calendar by the time these are out of 
the way. : , 


Nor is the record as bad as the critics seek to 
paint it otherwise. Here is what the House has 
done already, for instance: Passed bill for TVA 
steam plant, something the Republicans. killed 
at the last session; passed new reciprocal trade 
agreements act, which Congress crippled last 
time; approved a three-year extension of export 


controls; curbed the power of the Rules Commit- | 


tee to block legislation. 
Considering the time element involved, this is 

not bad. The record will get better as.it goes 

along, assuming, of course, that the current Sen- 


ate filibuster against a change in the cloture 
rules does not run indefinitely—and it won’t.

~ Housing Tensions 


A dangerous fool or fools, recently dynamited 

a house on Ashby Street. As such they drew 

Atlanta into the spotlight of lawlessness. The 

Ku Klux Kian, or one of its small-scale imitations, or at least the 

Ku Klux Klan mentality, is blamed. The Communists are aided. 

They can say to the Negroes, “See, you are not protected by the 

law. We are your only friends.” The Communists properly regard 
the Klan as their best asset. ‘ 

A Negro had bought the house. A white man had sold it. The 
white man sold it because he wanted to get out. The Negro bought 
it gaa he needed a place to live and the place was offered for 
sale. 

Now, the place is dynamited by fools, or a fool. 

Nothing is solved. 

The Negro still needs a place to live. More white persons want 
to sell. The neighborhood is one which for years has been follow- 
ing the process familiar to all Atlantans—as white people move 
out Negroes move in. 


Sorrow It is a problem for people. Everyone admits it. It is a 
distressing problem, often with a lot of genuine sorrow 
and grief. I can understand the unhappiness. 

But, even those who are grieved and even those who are reluc- 
tantly selling their property, know that dynamite isn’t the solution. 
The dynamite blast will make many other white owners determined 
to sell ard move out. Stupidity is expensive. 

White owners have a right to sell. It’s a free country. The 
Negroes have got a right to buy if it is offered. And dynamite, 
like all force applied to a human problem, is stupid and wrong and 


solves nothing. 

Plan The State Real Estate Commission and the Atlanta Real 
_ Estate Board could come forward with a constructive move. 

The City needs them. As it is, everyone seems to be trying to make 


| Someone the goat for selling old residences, legitimately offered 


by white owners, to Negroes. If a white person owns a house which

| on it by selling to a Negro purchaser, is it reasonable to expect him 


to sell it at a loss or let it stand empty? 


Pressure The City has torn down several hundred Negro homes 

for highway building. The Power Company parking 
lot brought down others.” Still more have been razed in the slum 
clearance program. Hundreds have been made homeless. And 
almost none have been built. 

The pressure is terrific. I think a constructive program would 
be for the people who know something about real estate to get 
— with Negro real estate representatives and work out a 
pien. 

What’s wrong with a joint person to person survey of the sec- 
tions involved? 

How about letting responsible men handle this instead of a 
rabble-rouser element with dynamite as its solution? There is a 


method to be used. 

Plan What if these responsible men of both races, who know 
real estate, would do the City the service of going to see 

the people who are in a section which is slowly being sold out to 

colored people, and saying to them something like this: 

“We are seeing all the people in these several blocks. There 
are Negro purchasers for your homes. You could expect a fair 
profit. We can offer you now, or within a few months, a new 
house, or a relatively new one, in another section which is not 
adjoining Negroes. Would you be willing to entertain the idea of 
agreeing to sell? Or, would you be in favor of a re-alignment of 
property, a sort of re-grouping of the populations, so that the slack 
could be taken up and the troublesome fringe houses sold off?” 


Clear A lot of ideas could be employed. What’s wrong with a 

joint committee through which all sales clear? I like that 

one. Such a committee of white and colored real estate men could 
work it out sale by sale. 

So far all we have done is to use dynamite and threaten to 

suspend dealers for doing legitimate business. That’s the sort of 

thing that makes one despair. “Goats” and dynamite are no answer. 


Building You know how many houses were built in Atlanta 
last year? There were 683 one-family frame dwell- 
ings built, at an average cost of $7,670. They would sell for from 
$11,000 to $14,000. There were 50 frame duplex buildings, at a cost 
of about $11,075 each. There were 110 brick houses, at a cost of 
about $6,000 each and 13 brick duplexs, costing almost $9,000 each. 
There were also permits for 16 apartment houses, some unfinished. 

Let’s not deceive ourselves. Is there any housing in this for 
colored or low-income white people? 

Our population has increased. Our housing, especially for Ne- 
groes, has decreased. | 

Atlanta can’t be allowed to become a lawless city. 

; Let’s try to help the grand jury get to the bottom of this dyna- 

miting and pick up the irresponsible persons responsible. Lawless- 
ness breeds more of the same.

The Hardest Test in Europe 


WASHINGTON—The final impression left by an intensive in- 
quiry into the state of Europe is that the hardest test is still ahead 
for the United States. The state of Europe itself is vastly improved; 
indeed, in Wesern Europe we have won the first major engagement 
in the world struggle between the Soviet Union and the West. But 
the makers of Soviet policy notoriously think, not in years, but in 
decades. Having been cheated of their expected easy victory in 
Europe, they are merely settling down for the long pull. 

The question is whether we in America also have the foresight 
and guts to settle down for the long pull. This is the hardest test 
that is now ahead. It will not be an easy test to meet, since we shall 
be progressively deprived of our habitual stimulant, our customary 
political eye-opener. 

Instead of stirring European crises, the new dangér signals will 
be slow political changes in distant regions whose peoples and 
geography are equally strange, as in China; a Soviet re-armament 
effort which we may sense as huge but cannot exactly measure; 
and a program to put the whole Soviet Empire in military array, 
the sternness and effectiveness of which will be three-quarters 
masked from us by the Iron Curtain. Yet, the whole future will 
depend upon whether we respond to these only dimly described 
danger signals. 


: ~ This may seem to be a double overstate- 
Ominous Figures ment of the case. But while Soviet inten- 
tions must-always remain enigmatic, what little is known of Soviet 
actions is enough to give the alarm. For instance, Soviet heavy- 
tank production is now known to have reached a figure of between 
three and five thousand tanks annually, which will give the Red 
Army an armored force of between twenty and thirty thousand 
tanks in six or seven years time. 

This is not a statistic which can be lightly disregarded by the 
almost unarmed West. Fit data of this sort into the pattern of the 
drive for political conquest which the Kremlin is already carrying 
on. You must thus conclude that it is no longer safe to go on hoping 


for the best without preparing for the worst. 
U S Burden American policy is not the imperialism that Kip- 
ey ling was talking about. But every responsible 
European leader frankly acknowledges that all major decisions of 
the world struggle must ultimately be made in Washington. Even 
Europe’s internal politics are iatimately influenced by the views 
and measures of the American government. And even including 
Britain, the European nations have neither the strength nor the re- 
sources to carry them safely through, unless the United States 
willingly makes the sacrifices and bears the burdens that must be 
made and borne by the acknowledged leader of the West. 

It is not enough to organize the defense of the Atlantic commt- 
nity, any more than it would have been enough for Hindenburg 
and Ludendorff to hold their lines in France in World War I, 
meanwhile permitting their position to be flanked by Churchill’s 
Gallipoli campaign. Europe is the undoubted center of world poli- 
tics. But our whole political-economic-strategic position can also be 
made untenable if the Kremlin much further extends its sway in 
the Far East, or if the strategically vital Middle East is seriously 
menaced. 

The steps that must immediately follow the Atlantic Pact are 
therefore steps to stabilize the situation in these more distant threat- 


ened regions. 


~ Then, even when the situation has been stabil- 
Requirements ized on the vulnerable colonial flanks of the 
Western nations, it will still be necessary to meet the challenge of 
Soviet re-armament. The Western nations may have, in fact we do 
have, over five times the total annual steel production of the Soviet 
Empire. But the experience of 1939 should be enough to prove it 
is never safe to rely on preponderant but unmobilized resources, 
while permitting any enemy to achieve preponderance of immedi- 
ate military might. 
viets are doing. Aggression is not our purpose. But we must un- 
questionably make enough effort and satrifice to retain for the 

West a very strong defensive advantage. 
If we fulfill both these difficult requirements, we shall be safe.

The South Is Solving Its Own Problems

The debate, or filibuster if you choose to call it that, now under way in the Senate over President 
Truman’s civil rights program—although this is not the direct issue involved—has brought forth a 
lot of interesting and timely information as to the progress that has been made in the South in 


recent years in racial relations. 


Much of the argument presented by Southern Senators insists that 


the pending proposal threatens to throttle the rights of the States and individuals and place in the 
hands of the Federal Government complete control over many activities that are wholly individual. 


The Southern Senators have enlisted the sup- 
port of a number of Northern Republicans and 
this support has not come about altogether by 
reason of opposition on the part of the Repub- 
licans to proposals from a Democratic President. 
There are a number of Northern Republicans who 
feel that the Southern Democrats are fighting 
for a principle and that this principle must be 
supported. 


Throughout all the debate,,however, there 
runs the question of racial relations. There are 
numerous charges that the South has sought to 
oppress the Negro and has not given him a 
chance to grow and move ahead. Of course, such 
contentions are not based on fact and much of 
this belief springs from lack of information. 


In this connection, Sen. Stennis, Demo- 
crat, of Mississippi, has assembled a mass of 
information which shows that the South is 
making progress toward a solution of its 
Negro problem and that the Negroes in the 
South are receiving more sympathetic aid 
than they are in any other part of the nation. 


As Sen. Stennis contends, the great trouble 
is that the rest of the country is not aware of 
the progress that the Negro has made in the 
South and there are many erroneous beliefs and 


convictions about conditions in the South and 
the problems that beset this area. 


The finger of scorn is pointed te the 
“backward South” when in reality on a com- 
parable basis, the Negro in the South has 
progressed more rapidly than he has in any 
other section. 


What the South needs to do is to tell the 
balance of the country about the “affirmative 
program which has obtained marvelous results, 
particularly during the past two decades.” 

The truth of the matter is that in the 13 
Southern States many progressive steps have 
been taken and many forward-looking programs 
have been initiated to better the condition of the 
Negroes and both white and Negro leaders are 
fully aware of the advancements that have come 
about. The Negroes have better educational ad- 
vantages than ever before. They have splendid 
opportunities in business and industry and there 
is a rapidly improving health program for them. 

As the South improves the economic, educa- 
tional and industrial standards of its white citti- 
zens, the Negroes are advanced accordingly. 

If the do-gooders in other parts of the coun- 
try will keep hands off for a time, the South 
will solve all of its problems, racial and other- 
wise.

Legislative Laxity 


Editor Constitution: It has been rather amus- 
ing to note the reactions of some of the Legisla- 


-tors regarding the so-called Fair Trade Cigarette 


Law as recently passed. 


However, it is rather pathetic when one real- 
izes the laxity which prevails in the consideration 
of a measure affecting the public. 


As I understood the matter as explained by 
your paper, this measure was sponsored by the 
Wholesale Tobacco Dealers Association. 


Now let us see who is benefited by this act. 

I am a merchant and before this law went 
into effect I was paying from $1.69 to $1.71 per 
carton for cigarettes and selling them at $1.85 
per carton, or 20 cents per package; thus I was 
making from 16 cents to 31 cents on each carton 
I sold. Now I have to pay $1.76 per carton and 
am selling for $1.91 per carton or 20 cents per 
package, thus cutting my former profit of 16 to 
31 cents per carton to 15 to 24 cents. 


It seems that the previous wholesale price 
generally was $1.71 per carton, so what has hap- 
pened under this act is that the Legislature raised , 
the wholesale price at least 4 cents per carton.

Allen 
started after him and the man stopped, turned 
and started after him. So Allen put his hand 
on his gun and this crowd, a group of about 
10, immediately choked up and beat it away 
from there. 


“The Michigan sitdown strikes of 1937 
were well-organized. Armed goon squads, 
some from as far east as New York and as 
far south as Georgia, took over the factories 
in several cities,” said Mr. Hoffman’s report. 
“They defied police, sheriffs and their depu- 
ties. They disregarded court orders. That 
strike ran from the last day of December, 
1936, to June 11, 1937, when those who had 
taken possesion of private property walked : 

Early in 
the sitdowns, Gov. Frank Murphy, now a 
member of the Supreme Court, announced 
the policy of, at all hazard, avoiding blood- 
shed. Some 3,700 State troops on duty were 
not ordered te threw the goons out of the 
factories.

The conduct of the Kalamazoo cops is typi- 
cal of such situations everywhere except in 
Chicago.

carry out this job.” 

The presentments were re 
turned after Judge J. Roy Row- 
land reconvened the body under 
the law to deal with the registra- 
tion act. Declaring that the legis- 
lation will cause a great burden 
of expense on counties the jury 
expressed the belief that the work 
will be continuous, with the regis- 
trars remaining in session at all 
times and “the cost of administra- 
tion will prohibit it. We don’t 
know if a lot of the counties can 
stand the expense without addi- 
tional taxes.” 

In his charg to the jury, Judge 
Rowland said that “It appears the 
General Assembly desires that the 
Grand Jury of the various coun- 


ties assume the responsibility for 
the Board of Registrars,” adding 


that he was glad to be relieved of 
that responsibility. 

“It is not my purpose or inten- 
tion to criticize in any way the 
provisions of this act; however, I 
am appalled when I consider the| 
cost to the County in its proper 
administration and it must be 
properly administered not only be- 
cause it is now a law, but there 
are severe penalties attached for 
a violation of its provisions. 

“In addition to a very consid- 
erable clerical expense, it may be 
necessary for the Board of Regis- 
trars to remain in almost continu- 
ous session.” 

The Grand Jury recommended

VALUED ESCAPEE 


‘Come Home, 
Georgia Tells 
Bricklayer 


Because Negro escape artist, 
John Gates, 38, is an expert 
bricklayer, Georgia law- 
enforcement authorities want 
him to “come back home.” 

The Atlanta Negro, charged 
with escaping from a Savan- 
nah prison camp last April, 
yesterday was held in $1,000 
bail in Boston and granted a 
one-month continuance on a 
move by Georgia authorities 
to return him to this State. 

Atty. John T. Lane, counsel 


for Gates, according to an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from 
Boston, told a Boston court, 
“Georgia is building a new 
prison and construction with 
prison labor can cut the costs 
from $400,000 to $80,000. ... 
They want Gates because he 
is an expert bricklayer.” 

The Negro received the con- 
tinuance when it was pointed 
out he has been in jail for 
three weeks without a hear- 
ing. Gates was working in Bos- 
ton at the time of his re-arrest.
